knew they desired. Also it was 
the personal opinion of Gen. An- 
drews as a man and not an official 
opinion given in his role of pro- 
hibition director.

was stressed. 

4. It was disclosed that prohibi- 
tion officers are now doing business 
daily with criminals and under- 
world characters and making con- 
tracts. with them at times to help 
provide the government with infor- 
mation, and that this is part of the 
present policy of Gen. Andrews. 

6. The statement last week by 
Emory R. Buckner, of New York, 
that 60,000,000 gallons of indus- 
trial alcohol were being diverted 
annually into bootleg channels, was 
dismissed by Gen. Andrews as based 
on misinformation or ignorance o/!

BETTER ENFORCEMENT, 
DECLARES DIRECTOR 

Public Asked to Send Sug- 

gestions for improvements 
in Regulations. 


In March, 1925, two months be- 
fore Traffic Director M. O. Eld- 
' ridge’s new code of regulations took 
effect, there were only 2,447 ar- 
rests for traffic violations, as com- 
pared with 6,977 last month, after 
dleven months of operation of the 
new rules. 

. This result was reached when Di- 
rector Eldridge yesterday undertook 


to compare figures on arrests for 
the two months, as a first step in 
trying to make up his mind whether 
regulations conid be rescinded in 
reponse to demand from the Dis- 
trict commissioners. 

Mr. Eldridge said he could find, 
by the comparison, only three new 
regulations not existing a year ago 
under which arrests had been made 
last month and the total arrests 
for all three were only 15. The 
three new offenses were driving 
with one arm, prohibition of horse- 
drawn vehicies on Sixteenth street 
northwest and the solid tire regu- 
lation. 


Parking Not Mentioned. 


The traffic director failed to ob- 
serve, however, that there are many 
regulations modifying police 
procedure with respect to old of- 
fenses, such as parking. There are 
any number of new parking regu- 
lations in the traffic code and com- 
parison of the two months speci- 
fied show that these resulted in an 
increase in arrests from 424 in 
March, 1926, to 2,075 tn March, 
1936. 

Arrests for overtime parking 

alone increased during the year 
from 86 to 1,017. 
' Violations of light regulations 
leaped from 170 a year ago to 2.066 
last month. Most of the latter 
arrests were for parking at night 
without lights. 

“The comparison shows,’ said 
Director Eldridge,. ‘that it is not 
too many regulations that has 
caused the great number of recent 
arrests, but wetter enforcement.” 


Say Facts Twisted. 


“Eldridge has his facts twisted,” 

said a District official. “If there 
were better enforcement there 
would not be so many arrests.”’ 
, Director Eldridge asked for sug- 
géetions from the public as to re- 
dpeing the number of regulations, 
issuing the following statement: 

“In view of the request made by 
the commissioners that an effort be 
made to further simplify the traf- 
fic code and to eliminate superfiu- 
‘ous regulations, I have asked the 
District traffic council to g0 
through the present code with a 
fine-tooth ‘comb and recommend 
any sections that could be elimi- 
nated without detriment. 

“T also request any individual to 
make specific suggestions to sim- 
plify the regulations and cut down 
arrests. Particular attention is 
called to the fact that approxi- 
mately two-thirds of all traffic ar- 
rests in March were for parking 
_Hights and overtime parking.’’

ROMAN LAW EXPERT DEAD. 


Dr. Munroe Smith, Georgetown 
Professor, Dies in New York. 


Dr. Munroe Smith, for 22 years 
@ member of the faculty of the 
Georgetown University Law school 
and one of the country’s foremost 
experts in Roman iaw, died 
day, in New York, it was learned 
here yesterday. Dr. Smith first 
joined the Georgetown faculty in 
1901, after 45 years as professor 
of Roman law at Columbia univer- 
sity, and was well known in educa- 
tional circles in Washington, 

“In Dr. Smith’s death the coun- 
try has lost perhaps its foremost 
authority on Roman law,” Aasie- 
tant Dean Hugh J. Fegan said last 
night. ‘It is with deep regret that 
his former associates of George- 
town bave learned of the sad news 
of his death. As a teacher of the 
law he had few equals.” Dr. Smith 
was widely known for his writings. 
His volume om “Military Strategy 
Versus Diplomacy,” published at 
the outbreak of the world war, won 
him international fame. He served 
with the American embassy at Ber- 
lin during the rule of Bismarck.

The possibility of action to evacu. 
ate the government hotels loomed

The measure, which would 
authorize the completion of the Cap- 
itol grounds enlargement program 
started in 1910, already has been 
passed by the Senate. It makes 
available $1,800,000 now to the 
credit ef the program in the Treas- 
ury and such further money as 
might be necessary. 

Inquiry developed that. while 
there is no formidable oppasition 
to it in the House, the managers are 
not of a mind to call it up for con- 
sideration. 

Unless it is passed at this ses- 
sion the government will be con- 
fronted with the Baltimore @ 
Ohio railroad, owners of the prop- 
erty, for a renewal of the lease on 
that portion of the property occu- 
pied by the hotels. The railroad 
has refused to grant such a re- 
newal. 


Willing to Sell. 


At a hearing before the House 
public buildings and grounds com- 
mittee, headed by Chairman Ell!- 
ott, it was developed that the rail- 
road is willing to sell the property 
for the figure set by a court award 
several years ago, plus six per cent 
interest and taxation.

Action Follows When Work 
Approves Shenandoah and 
Smoky Mountain Projects. 


SECRETARY TURNS DOWN

More Than $2,000,000 Are 
Raised for Two Areas In- 
dorsed, Commission Says. 


Definite steps looking to the es- 
tablishment of Shenandoah and 
Smoky mountain national parks 
were taken in the House yesterday 
with the introduction by Repre- 
sentative Temple, of Pennsylvania, 
of a bill to that end.

The Shenandoah park. would com- 
prise an area of 900 square miles 
in Virginia fringing the crest of 
the Blue Ridge mountains, while 
the Smoky Mountain National park 
would embrace slightly less than 
1,100 square miles, extending along 
the boundaries of North Carolina 
and Tennessee. 

The park commission reported 
that $1,200,000 had been raised for 
the Shenandoah park and $1,066,- 
693 for the Smoky mountain area. 
Both organizations having to do 
with the acquisition of lands for 
the parks have complied with all 
requirements -it was reported. 

“We therefore recommend that 
the two areas designated above be 
made national parks and admin- 
istered as such when 250,000 acres 
in each of them have been trans- 
ferred in fee simple to the United 
States,"’ the commission said. 

Other members of the park com- 
mission besides Mr. Temple are} 
Maj. W. A. Welch, chief engineer, 
Palisades Interstate park, New 
York; H. P. Kelsey, of Boston; W. 
C. Gregg, New York; Col. Glenn §S. 
Smith, acting chief topographic 
engineer of the geological survoy.

ly in the hands of the growers’ 


assoclatfon. 

The secretary of agriculture in- 
formed the cabinet that reports up 
to April 1 indicates that the crop 
would fall well below the larger 
estimates made by experts at the 
beginning of the present harvest. 
ig season, even if there was no 
plan to curtail the crop.

In a letter to Senator Stanfield, 
of Oregon, the Secretary of the In- 
terior recommended a scale of aa- 
nuities having a maximum of $960 
as compared with preseat maximum 
of $730 and the maximum of $1,300 
proposed in peading billie. 

Secretary Work also recommend- 
ed compulsory retirement at 
years for all employes and optional 
retirement at 66 years. fer all 
classes. Under the House bill the 
optional retirement would be 
60, 63 and 66 years for the three 
specified classes of employes, while 
under the bill agreed upon by the 
Senate civil sefvice committee, but 
not yet formally reported, there 
would be only two classes with op- 
tional retirement at the ages of 63 
and 65. 

The Secretary recommends that 
the employes’ contribution be held 
to 3% per cent as compared with 
the present 2% per cent and the 4.

“It is the duty, so long 
mains in the Constitution, of the 
several legislatures, of Congress, 
the courts, public officials and in- 
dividuals to obey it and to assist in 
enforcement. 

“Weare now engaged in a great 
campaign to find a way to evade 
the Constitution of the United 
States without seeming to do so. 

‘“‘No one contends that those op- 
posed to prohibition have not the 
right to change the Constitution or 
to carry on a campaign for that 
purpose. 

“The point that I desire to stress 
is that so long as it remains a part 
of the Constitution, so long as it is 
unchanged, it is the duty of every 
citizen to adhere to it both in letter 
and spirit.’”’ 

Senator Borah said no one could 
be criticized for seeking to amend 
the Constitution and he expressed 
doubt whether it was wise for the 
Federal government to take over 
the great body of police powers 
from the States as was done in the 
eighteenth amendment. 

Senator Wadsworth also made

‘‘And wouldn't this mean a great 
many?’’ Mr. Codman asked. Mr.

‘“‘In my opinion, it would aid law 
enforcement,’’ Gen. Andrews re- 
plied. He explained, however, that 
the matter of regulation would, of 
course, be important. 

*“*How about light wines?’’ asked

“You take. cornmeal,’’ Senator 
Reed began, ‘‘and pour some water 
in it and put in a cake of yeast or 
the process of fermentation starts 
up without the yeast and when fer- 
mentation starts alcohol is pro- 
duced.”’ 


“The whole process,’’ said Sen- 
ator Reed, who now seemed to 4as- 
sume the role of demonstrator or 
professor of chemistry, “is to sep- 
arate the alcohol from the corn- 
meal or mash before it turns into 
acid. The sole question is to get 
the alcohol out of that mash.”’ 

*‘Water does not boil under 212 
degrees at sea level,’’ the senator 
continued. “Alcohol,” he added, 
‘‘volitilizes at 180 or 90.” 

“All you have to do is to heat 
this mash to a’ point high enough 
to volatilize the alcohol over a slow 
fire and not start the water to 
boiling,’’ added Senator Reed, using 
the still as a demonstration. 

Mr. Reed then showed how the 

fumes are caught and turned back 
into a container where they be- 
come liquid alcohol. 
“You can put a bath towel over 
a tea kettle,”’ he said, ‘and when 
you wring the bath towel out you 
can get drunk on the contents.

in the past.

adhesion by the United States to the so-called 
world court. His opponent, Col. Frank L. 
Smith, based his campaign upon the world 
court issue. The vote indicates that the great 
majority of Republicans in Illinois are opposed 
to American adhesion to the court protocol, 
with or without reservations. Apparently the 
Tilinois Republicans did not divide on the 
liquor question. 

George FE. Brennan was nominated for 
Wnited States senator by the Illinofs Demo- 
crats. Apparently the world court issue was 
not discussed by Democrats. They nominated 
Wirennan because be stood on a “wringing wet” 
platform. 

How will the campaign between Smith and 
Brennan shape itself? ‘What will be the great 
issue in Illinois? 

tf there were any danger of the United 
Btates involving itself with the league of na- 
tions through adherence to the world court, 
and Brennan should take the position assumed 
by ‘Democrats in favor of “joining the court,” 
Smith might win the election, in view of the 
fact that Illinois is a strong Republican State. 
But the probability of the United States ad- 
hering to the court is now quite remote, and 
pérhaps before November the question will be 
removed from domestic politics. The league 
of nations opposes the Senate reservations, and 
at’ the September meeting of the league this 
gpposition will probably result in decisive ac- 
gion. Several governments, it is said, stand 
ready to interpose objections to the conditions 
imposed by the Senate. 

Forty-eight governments have signed the 
world court protocol and all but eleven of them 
have ratified it. If any one of the 48 govern- 
ments should refuse to accept the American 
wenditions, the President woujd be unable to 
gitach the signature of the United States to the 
rvotocol. 

.» Geneva it appears to be taken for granted 
tlrat the league of nations will evolve a pro- 
posal to be submitted to the United States, em- 
bodying modifications of the Senate reserva- 
tions. Perhaps the proposal will take the form 
of- another protocol. But President Coolidge 
hes strongly intimated that he regards the Sen- 
ate’s action as final. He approved of the reser- 
vations and declined to send a representative 
to Geneva to discuss or explain them. The 
attitude of the United States government is 
that unless all the nations supporting the court 
accept the reservations as they stand the 
United States will not ratify the protocol. 

“The “‘wet and dry’’ question is an issue in 
IlHnois as well as in all other States.

The problem is to mini- 
mize the danger and protect and save human 
life. ~The bureau of mines is ever watchful 
in this direction.

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CONSOLIDATION OF RAILWAYS. 


In the transportation act of 1920, sections 
4, 5 and 6 provide that the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission shall prepare a plan for the 
consolidation of the railway properties of the 
continental United States into a limited num- 
ber of systems; the consolidation being such 
as to make the cost of transportation betwéen 
competitive systems practically the same, rates 
uniform in the movement of competitive traf- 
fic, and earnings substantially the same as be- 
fore consolidation. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission em- 
ployed a distinguished economist to work out 
a tentative plan as provided in the act. At the 
end of a year the commission began the con- 
sideration of the tentative plan and held hear- 
ings lasting more than two years. Since the 
hearings were closed the commission has been 
engaged in,the effort to agree upon a plan. 

Failure to agree is due largely to the in-

SENATOR BORAH’S RADIO BILL.

No elephants, dogs, clowns or 
“beauties” will be allowed to par- 
ticipate in the parade and carnival 
of the Northeast Business Men’s as- 
sociation, April 28, celebrating the 
new lights on H street northeast. 

The door was officially closed to 
these unwelcome applicants by the 
general committee in charge of the 
event meeting in the Northeast 
Savings Bank, Eighth and H streets 
northeast, yesterday. 

A circus offered to enter three 
elephants, two performing dogs and 
clowns in the parade but the ecom- 
mittee turned down the proffer on 
the ground that it would be “un- 
dignified” and attract only street 
urchins. It was also pointed out 
that the circus was not a permanent 
institution in the Northeast and was 
not representative of Northeast 
business. 


Beauty Loses 6 to 2. 


The proposed beauty contest died 
hard. being defeated by a vote of 
6 to 2. W. F. Smith, who cham- 
pioned the beauty contest, declared 
that he wanted more than just 
trucks in the parade and suggested 
that the contestants be limited to 
girls, all of whom would be 
put on a truck—after the judges 
had decided on the winner, and 
thereby add to the beauty of the 

parade—which is to include milk 
wagons, ice cream trucks and the 
like. 

Harry P. White, president of the 
association, atacked the proposed 
as ridiculous, pointing out that it 
would be the last thing in the 
world the girls would do—ride in 
the parade after losing the honors 
of beauty. 

On the contrary, he pointed out, 
professional beauties who enter such 
contests as a regular thing, would 
take a joy in breaking up the show 
after the judges had chosen the 
winner. He also asserted that pa- 
rents of the unprofessional] girls 
would object to their daughters be- 
ing used as advertisements for the 
Northeast business men.

Others who agreed with Mr. 
White pointed out that while they 
would make one friend, they would 
at the same time make enemies of 
all the girls who did not win in 
the contest. Mr. White opposed the

Senator Reed declared that 
person could produce $500 
worth of liquor, at prevailing 
prices, in one day. 

But Williams said there would 
be expenses in operation.

Brown Sugar Method. 


Mr. Williams said he did not 
know and was excused. But he 
was'recalled a few minutes later to 
assist Senator Reed in demonstrat- 
ing another way of making liquor 
and a way which the senator said 
was better because it left no odor, 
no mash or residue. That was by 
the use of brown sugar, he ex- 
plained. 


“What kind of an apparatus do 
they use when they use sugar?’’ 
Senator Reed asked. 

“Same. kind of apparatus,”’ 
Williams explained. 


Senator Reed then proceeded to 
say that by taking 10 pounds of 
corn sugar, costing $3.25, and get- 
ting a wash-boiler and the simple 
apparatus for letting off the fumes 
any person could start in manufac- 
turing liquor. About $15 would be 
involved in the primary investment, 
he added, and a liquor-manufactur- 
ing plant would be in operation 
with a capacity of 40 gallons a day 
and could stay in operation until 
“it wears out or until someone is 
unkind enough to take it away.’’ 


Mr. Williams suggested that it 
would sooner or later be taken 
away and this led to inquiry by 
Senator Reed as to the process used 
by prohibition officers in entering 
private homes and trying to cap- 
ture stills.

Suggests Teeth in Law. 


Prior to-this, Senator Reed had 
explained that only a gas stove was 
needed for the heating and that 
there would not be more odor about 
the process of manufacturing liquor 
than the odor that goes with cook- 
ing preserves by the housewife. 
Also that there would be no smoke 
and little or no residue. And like- 
wise that the still could easily be 
taken apart when not in use so thut 
the ordinary wash boiler would be 
in one place and the rest of the 


simple apparatus in another. 


' 
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Mr. Williams said he did not 
know whether search warrants 
were used when homes were en- 
tered for capturing stills. Reply- 
ing to questions by Senator Reed, 
Mr. Williams said he thought the 
solution was the use of force and 
putting ‘‘teeth in the law.” + 

Senator Reed asked him if he 
thought the use of the army and 
navy against the people of the coun- 
try would suffice. The senator also 
asked if he could get a large enough 
army aside from the 40,000,000 
people violating the law. But Mr. 
Williams maintained that he _ be- 
lieved it should be a penal offense 
for any American to take a glass 
of beer. 

Asked by Senator Reed if he did 
not think that enforcement of a law 
could be a worse crime than the 
act against which the law was in- 
voked, Mr. Williams said he did 
not. And when Senator Reed point- 
ed out that there used to be a law 
in England taking a man’s life if 
he shot a rabbit on a nobleman’s 
Zame preserves, and asked him, 
‘“‘Which was. the worse crime, the 
law or the offense,’’ Mr. Williams 
refused to agree that the law was 
wrong. 

But when-Senator Harreld start- 
ed to indicate approval of penal 
sentences for every man who takes 
a glass of beer, Senator Reed stated 
that any person who would send a 
man to jail for drinking a glass 
of beer had permitted his enthusi- 
asm to influence him ‘‘almost to the 
point of insanity.’’

Dr. Riggs does not claim that cal- 
cium lactate is a panacea for all 
headaches, nor even for all migrain- 
ous headaches. He limits himself 
to saying that those who take cal- 
cium lactate get through their at- 
tacks with less aches and nausea 
than they do when they do not 
take it. 

Calcium lactate’ is harmless 
enough-——far less harmful 
most of the remedies used for 
graine. At the top of the list 
harmful agents used for relief 
comes morphine.

Cosneration Has his Much 
to Aid the Bureau of 
Disabled Men. 


Complete sympathy for the re-| 
habilitation work of the American 
Legion was expressed to its rehabili- 


tation committee by President Cool-. 


idge yesterday. The committee, 
made up of two members from each 
State, is holding its semiannual con- 
ference in this city. It called at the 
executive offices to pay its respects 
to. the commander-in-chief of the 
defense forces of the United States. 


The members were introduced to 
the President by Capt. Watson B. 
Miller, of this city, chairman of the 
national committee, who said that 
they are anxious to have the legis- 
lative program devised at the 
Omaha convention, and which has 
been reported favorably. to the 
House by Chairman Royal Johnson, 
of the veterans committee of that 
body, enacted into law without de- 
lay. 

This program comprises Repre- 
sentative Johnson’s bill, which gen- 
erally amends the disabled veterans 
Jaw carrying an appropriation of 
$21,000,000 for expanding the ac- 
tivities of the veterans bureau and 
containing 44 different items. 

The Green bill amending the ad- 
justed compensation law so that 
mothers of soldiers killed in action 
shall not have $60 deduction im- 
posed and changing the proof of de- 
pendency. 

The Fitzgerald bill which cares 
for the pay of disabled retired emer- 
gency officers at figures correspond- 
ing to that given to the officers of 
the regular establishment. 

Gen. Frank T. Hines, chief of the 
veterans’ bureau, told the President 
that he had been assisted in every 
possible way by the committee in 
his work in conducting the veterans’ 
bureau and paid high tribute to the 
unselfish patriotism of the members. 

President Coolidge described Gen. 
Hines as a most efficient official 
and said that he realized that much 
of his efficiency has been due to 
this very cooperation.
